is to be carried o'n at the laborator- 
ies of the William Hooper Founda- 
tion for Medical Research, at the 
University of California and at the

provided by olive growers and the 
canning industry of the state, ac- 
cording to an announcement today 
from the State university. Co-oper- 
ating with the universities will be 
the United States health service and 
the California State Board of Health. 
• Announcement is made at the. uni- 
versity that the investigation will 
include a careful study of the dis- 
tribution of the bacillus botulinus 
in nature, of the ways in which food 
materials may become infected and 
of the steps necessary to destroy the 
organism when it has infected raw- 
food materials. A staff of specially 
trained workers has been engaged 
and it is expected that the work 
will require at least two years. 


According to Dr. Ernest C. Dick- 


son of the Stanford Medical School, 
botulism has been recognized as a 
serious type of food poisoning- since 
the early part of the-nineteenth cen- 
tury. By far the greater number of 
cases have been caused by the in- 
gestioji of hu.LQe-ca.niit:il vegetables 
and fruits, Dr. Dickson stated, and 
he has urged that under no circum- 
stances should home-canned food 
which shows any signs of spoilage, 
be used as food or even tasted. "All 
home-canned food should be boiled 
before it is eaten."
